Brookfield, in the Maffachufetts, fune 17, 1769. 
N the yth of this infant June, a little before fun-fet, a 
fmall, but very black cloud arofe out of the north-weft,with 
mot much lightning or thunder, till it came near over the houfe of 
Deacon Samuel Ware, of New-Braintree ; when, on a fudden, a 
large bar darted perpendicularly from the cloud, till it came nearly 
an a horizontal plane, with the top of the chimney, then it appear- 
ed to the eye placed at a proper diftance, to refraét, as if it entered 
a denfer medium, and light-on the weft fide of the kitchen chimney, 
. about three inches below the top 5 then it gently glided down the 
eutfide of the chimney, about ten feet, marking its way in ferpen- 
tine form, about fix inches wide, of a milky colour till it come on 
2 level with the ridge of the roof, then it turned the corner of the 
chimney, tearing away about half a dozen bricks, then it entered 
the roof, where two {pars and a ridge pole, that unitéd this roof 
with another met ; here it divided into three main branches : one 
took its courfe weft, down the fpar, till it came to the foot, which 
refted on the plate, right over a poft; it entered the tennon, and 
took the poft all away for about twò feet; then it left the poft, 
without injuring it any farther, and formed a right angle moving 
horizontally behind, or along the breaft-work of the kitchen chim- 
ney, in a direct coutfe to a large quantity of old iron, till it came 
to, or againft a fon of the Deacon’s, of about 21, who ftood leaning 
with his left arm againft the breaft work ; then it made another 
angle, and poured all its force on this poor youth, and laid 
him inftatitly dead, ön the hearth, without a ftruggley icorching his 
In toacirips ; finging his hair, and tearing his cloaths into a 
thoufand pieces, but did not fet them on fire ; at the feet of this 
young man it entered the hearth, & threw up feveral large ftones, 
an took its courfe out of the houfe fouth wefterly ; in this direétion 
a fwine was found dead in the ftye, without having any marks of 
fire or violence upon it ; beyond which no effeéts of this branch 
pf the lightening could be found ; there was a daughter of the 
Deacon’s, who ftvod near her brother who was killed, whofe face, 
hands and arms, were very much burnt, and the very much affected 
in her ferifes, but like to recover ; a Negro man-fetvant alfo, who 
ftood nearly over the place, where the lightening left the houfe, 
had his legs bruifed, and very badly burnt, fo that the fkin of one 
of his legs came all off the next day from his knee to the encle, 
and the other was burnt about half round : Now we mutt afcend 
to the ridge, where the lightening firft entered the houfe,and fol- 
low another branch, which took its root eaftward, not in the other 
fpar, but down the roof without marking any particular path, but 
by general rerit; till it came to the plate of another roof, which was 
a half rdof, ot in the form of lentoo, and united that roof, where 
the lightening entered with the main body of the houfe : Here the 
lightening éntered the plate, about five feet from the end, all 
which it thivered, then it turned the cotner and went down the 
poft, taking out a few grains of wood from the top to the bottom, 
where it entered the pavement, which was with large flat ftonés, 
and marked its path on the under fide of one about an inch wide 
in crinkling courfe, with a pewter colour, of another the path 
was marked with a black leaden or tather footy colour, then it 
tofe above the furface, and continued its courfe about three rods to 
the foct of a white oak tree, and then afcended to the top, marking 
its path, in winding form flightly inthe rough bark, beyond which 
ho traces of this branch can be found: We muft once more revifit 
the ridge, and follow the other branch which made the tour of the 
tidge pole which extended about half way up the lenton roof, and 
refted on a middle fpar of this rdof, ete it entered the fpar, having 
thrown off thë roof on tach fide of the ridge, and continued rending 
‘and thivering the {par till it reached the plate (of the beft or main 
y of the hoyfe) on which the upper end of this fpar refted 5 
“here inftleay of@ntering the plate it found its way under it, into a 
leiet, Yar opened (ato a weft chamber, here hung womens clothes, 
gowns, petticoats; &c. which were confiderably burnt, fcorched and 
A heri it made its way thro” a partition into an adjoining<lofet, 
Aich dperied into an eaft chambet ; here hung mens clothes, 
which were alfo burnt, rent, fcotched and fome buttons melted, 
bthers, to the top taken off, its courfe feemed to be horizontally to 
the muzzle of a gun, that ftood in this clofet ; here it light, and 
melted the muzzie about one eight of aninch on one fide, then it 
took its courfe down the barrel, leaving fome flight traces, till it 
\got to the breach pin, then it turned about half round, and feized 
n the guard, which wasiron, which it melted from one end tothe 
her, leaving it rough & ragged ; thenit continued to the breach- 
ate which was alfo iron, and on which it had a fimilar effeét; at 
e breach it entered the floor, and burft into a clofet below, which 
ened into an eaft room; here was found no particular traces,but 
eneral ruin, burfting the door, beating down the partition, into 
an adjoining clofet, that opened into a weft room, where it had the 
[tike effe€t ; but upon a mote critical fcarch, we found it-entered 
the chimney, out of the clofet, that opened to the eaft room where 
it Made a hole of two brick in the fide of the chimney, about five 
feet from the floor, and forced its way thro’ about 18 inches above 
the mantle tree in the breaft of the chimney that looks into the 
eaft room, then it turtied north Horizontally, rending the breaft 
work till it came to the corner, then tutned perpendicularly down 
the moulding onthe jamb till it cameto the head of a pair of fmall 
polithed tongs, here it melted a fmall hole in the top of the head, 
then feemed to flow over it, leaving it rough and footy ; at the foot 
of the tongs, it entered the hearth, and communicated itfelf to a 
fhort girt, which extended from the chimney, along the head of 
the cellar ftairs, to the front fell of the main part of the houfe, 
Bear the front door, at which, after it had fhivered the girt, and 
Broke thro, the under-pining, it took its final leave of the houfe, 
whichit left in ruins, and in the wildeft diforder that can be ima- 
gined, and in feveral places on fire.---The old and lefs valuable 
part, a perfect wreck, almoft every door elofet and window, in the 
mew and better part, burft, and broke, and as it was at the time of 
the evening prayer, (Sabbath evening) the whole family were af- 
dembled into one room, I think to the number of fifteen ; bat no 
one fuffered any great injury, except the above mentioned, though 
every door was burit, the floor riped up; the breaft work over the 
miantileétree fhivered all to pieces, and thrown acrofs the room,with 
fuch violence, as to beat holes through the wall on the other fide ; 
the weft end of the room bilged, and chiefly carried away. Butin 
the midft of all this wild confternation, the good Deacon took up 
Dis dead, and laid him afide, and called to his family, and faid, all 
Gs well, come, we muft try to fave what God has left ; and went 
£o putting out the fire with great compofure, which he with the 
affiftance of another fon, happily foon extinguifhed. The damage 
done to his houfe and furniture, is judged, can’t be lefs than 130.

Spanith Guatda Cofta, and cartied in thete; was returned to Provi- 
dence. On his Arrival off Havannah he was boarded by an officer, 
who forbid him entering till after he had fpoke to the governor 5 
when after three ot four meffages to aiid from the governor, the 
floop was premitted to go within the Moro, but “veral foldiers 
were put on board, which Capt. Wallace foon after turned afhore. 
Having informed the Spanifh governor of his errand, he told Capt. 
Wallace that he had given no orders fot mioleiting the turtlers,that 
they fhould be releafed, and all their expences in port paid by the 
Captain of the Guarda-Cofta, who was broke ; on which Captain 
Wallace failed, taking with him one of the floops, and the others 
were to follow the next day ; but they were not arrived at Provi- 
dence when Capt. Kemp failed, fo that it was conjectered they 
were detained, and another veffel was going to the Havannab to 
fee into the matter. Capt. Wallace and all his people were pro- 
hibited from going on fhore at the Havannah. 

We learn by private Letters from England, that after the late 
Election at Brentford, it being reported that Col. Luttrell’s Hat was 
cut in Pieces, a perfon in London gave out, that he had Part of the 
Hat in Poffeffion, which he would fell in fmall Pieces ; whereupon
